Although the State Legislature's new 
session will not officially begin until Janu- 
ary 14, when a second, ceremonial oath- 
taking will be administered, Geiss says he 
has already begun preparing to address his 
top priorities of jobs, education, and the 
environment. [hese preparatory efforts over 
the last two months included work on a 
preliminary draft of legislation intended to 
lure new businesses to Michigan. 

Geiss is certainly no stranger to the 
world of politics. As a teenager attending 
Truman High School, he worked on the 
campaign of then-Congressman William D. 
Ford, and spent his junior year (1986-87) 
as Ford’s Congressional Page in Washing- 
ton, D.C. The experience gave him early 
insight into the process of government, and 
that understanding, he believes, will serve 
him well in Lansing. 

“While working for the U.S. House 
of Representatives, I saw the intricate work- 
ings of the democratic process when 
Speaker of the House Thomas P. ‘Tip’ 
O'Neill led the Congress to enact biparti- 
san legislation,” said Geiss. “The State of 
Michigan needs this same level of biparti- 
sanship to ensure that the work of the 
people is done.” 

Geiss also feels that his education and 
career background will prove to be a big

Taylor Council Selects Stapleton To Fill Seat Vacated by Geiss 


The Taylor City Council has chosen 
Dennis E. Stapleton to fill the seat recently 
vacated by Douglas A. Geiss, who was 
elected to the Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives last November. 

Stapleton, who received the eighth- 
highest vote total in the 2005 council elec- 
tion, was approved by a 4—1 vote, with 
Councilwoman Pro ‘Tem Jill Brandana be- 
ing the sole dissenter, and Councilman Jef- 
frey P. Lamarand abstaining. 

Brandana had proposed Darr Bzura.as 
Geiss’s replacement. 

Stapleton was previously appointed to 
the Taylor City Council in July 1994, He 
served until the end of 1997, when his bid 
for election proved unsuccessful.

Other actions taken during the Janu- 
ary 6 council meeting included the selec- 
tion of Jacklyn Molner as Chairman. The 
11-year council veteran was chosen to re- 
place former chairman Geiss by a 4-2 mar- 
gin, with Brandana and Lamarand dissent- 
ing and Molner abstaining.

Remembering Bill Simonds 
To the Editor: 

Many longtime residents of Romulus 
remember Bill Simonds and have already 
heard of his passing: on December 5, 2008. 
[Editor's note: See page 10 of this issue for his 
obituary.] 

From 1975 to 1985, Mr. Simonds 
owned and operated Bilmar’s Supermarket 
on the site that is now Romulus Market 
Place. He had a loyal clientele due to his 
unwavering focus on the needs of “Mrs. 
Consumer.” He also received many awards 
and much recognition for his involvement 
in various Romulus community groups and 
activities. For many local folks, Bilmar’s was 
their first taste of the working world: bag- 
ging groceries, stocking shelves, and keep- 

‘ing that tile floor sparkling clean. 

I started working at Bilmar’s in the fall 
of 1978, shortly after graduating from high 
school, and remained on the staff until the 
store closed in 1985. There were many of 
us who were longtime employees, and most 
of us fell under Big Bill’s stern gaze from 
time to time. Mr. Simonds was a tough man 
to work for. He had very high standards 
concerning how things should be done, and 
he expected people to work while they were 
on the clock. He was always telling us to 
“work smarter, not harder.” Actually, he had 
many sayings, and many of us did our own 
impressions of the boss — when he wasn’t 
within earshot, of course. 

I must admit that there were times 
when I hated Bill Simonds, usually after 
times when I personally experienced his 
wrath. With the passage of years, I can now 
look back and say that the anger I felt was 
misplaced. In truth, he was holding up a 
mirror and showing me what I was capable 
of, and how I wasn’t living up to it. I wasn't 
Mr. Simonds’ best employee by any means, 
but, because of the standards he set, I have 
often found myself in that position at other 
workplaces. I have never had difficulty earn- 
ing the respect of my supervisors or man- 
agers because I was blessed to have had a 
boss like Mr. Simonds early in my career. 

It speaks volumes that, nearly a quar- 
ter century after Bilmar’s closed, many 
formerémployees gathered at the visitation 


at Crane Funeral Home to pay our respects 
and reminisce about the old days. We didn’t 
always like the man, but we always respected 
him, and now, many years later, discover 
that we loved him. He was employer, men- 
tor, teacher, and father-figure to many 
people. 

He will be missed, and he will never 
be forgotten.

These invaluable 
lessons I still use today, and appreciate hav- 
ing learned them early on at the Landis 
Machine Shop.

Mayor Cameron G. Priebe is hail- 
ing a settlement between the City of 
Taylor and one of its largest builders as 
a major step toward reducing an over- 
abundance of planned housing develop- 
ment in the city. 

According to Priebe, the lawsuit 
settlement between the City and MJC 


Companies significantly reduces the 



















number of planned new residences in 
Taylor by trading multifamily units for 
single-family houses. 

~--‘We were able to eliminate 444 
apartment-like 12-plex units and replace 
them with single-family homes,” he ex- 
plained. “This is not a perfect deal, but 
we have made the most of the bein we 
were dealt.” 

The dispute arose when the Mayor, 
after his election in 2005, demanded that 
MJC reconsider its plans to develop mul- 
tiple-family units throughout the city. 

The Taylor City Council unani- 
mously approved the new agreement on 
December 16. Altogether, it covers five 
developments: Wellington Estates, Au- 
tumn Woods, Carrington Village, Cy- 

press Gardens, and Devonshire. 
Michael Chirco, president and 
CEO of MJC, said his company ap-

plauds the accord. 

“We are pleased that the City has 
agreed to settle the dispute,’ Chirco said. 
“The Mayor got much of what he 
wanted in the process, and our compa- 
nies want to move forward with an im- 
proved relationship with City officials.” 

Taylor Executive Director of Devel- 
opment Services Joseph Nardone, City 
Councilman Rick Sollars, and City At- 
torney Edward Plato negotiated the 
settlement on behalf of the City. 

“Td like to thank the Mayor, City 
Council, and MJC Companies for work- 
ing cooperatively to resolve this issue,” 
Nardone said. “I want to offer a special 
‘thank you’ to Councilman Sollars for 
his input and expertise.” 

Priebe said that diminishing the 
number of proposed new multifamily 
residences has been one of his main pri- 
orities since he returned to office. 

“Reducing the overabundance of 
planned multifamily housing is a victory 
for the people of the City of Taylor,” said 
the Mayor. “Multiple-family housing 
puts further strain on city services. 

“These agreements allow us to pre- 
serve some open space and reduce den- 


sity,” he added. UI

“Rehabbing homes versus building 
from the ground up will help us to increase 
our capacity while getting partner families 
in homes faster,” she explained.

“The transaction will make new

Dent said Habitat has built more than 
225,000 houses, sheltering more than a 
million people in 3,000 communities in 100 
countries. Founded as a Christian organi- 
zation, Habitat welcomes volunteers from 
all walks of life. Homeowners contribute 
sweat equity and a down payment in ex- 
change for a 20-year, 0-percent mortgage. 
Like Taylor Cares, Habitat is interested in 
placing individuals in homes. 

“Habitat for Humanity is honored to 
partner with the City of Taylor to make a 
significant impact on the community and 
in the lives of low-income families that are 
in need of affordable housing,” Dent said. 
“This once-vacant house now has a family 
to take care of it and make it a real home.”
